CASTLEWOOD HOTEL IN ASHES. 


Strong Probabilities that Revengeful 
Incendiaries Applied the Torch. 


A telegram was received this morning by an 
officer of the St. Louis Game and Fish Protec- 
tive Association from Mr. T. Yancey, an- 
nouncing that at 2 o’clock this morning the 
hotel at Castlewood, on the banks of the 
Meramec River, twenty-four miles from St. 
Louis, nad been burned down. Particulars 
are expected by mail this evening. Castile- 
wood is a suburban retreat, intended, 
ultimately, to be a great resort for sportsmen 
and amateur fiskermen, being situated in the 
midst of a glorious country for, both amuse- 
ments. It will be remembered by many as the 
Hayden fruit farm, being in the hands of a 
stock company, the members of which are ex- 
pected ultimately to build summer cottages 


there. Mr. Yancey has been in charge of the 
hotel and grounds this season, and, in his ca- 
pacity as a member of the Fish and Game Pro- 
tective Asssociation, bas apprehended and 
successfully prosecuted seyeral persons for 
violation of the game and fish laws, and has 
in consequence incurred the hatred of a bad 
set of men. During the past month he has 
received a number of anouymous letterg or- 
dering him to remove, and threatening in the 
event of refusal to burn the hotel qver his 
head. The general opinion of the members 
of the association in the city is that these 


characters have at ast carried 
out their threat. Every endeavor 
will be made to _ ferret out and 


punish the miscreants if such is the case.

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‘DEMOCRACY NOT CONFEDERACY. 


Our sincerely esteemed contemporary, 
the Times, is either very unfair or very im- 
aginative in attributing sentiments to us 
which we never entertained and never ex- 
pressed. We never did say that A, B or C 
should not be nominated for the Govern- 
orship solely because he was a Confederate. 
But we do say that solely because A, B or 
C was a Confederate General he should not 
be nominated. Is the difference not clear? 

But our neighbor indulges in so many 
fictions that a few facts about our position 
may again be repeated for the special bene- 
fit of our Confederate friends on the Tunes. 
It says: 

Our contemporary proposes to apply its 
proscriptive test, if not to its friends, at least 
to its co-partisans. To make anything of a 
case it has to indulge largely in assumptions. 
The Republicans defended their action on the 
ground of principle, but it, being less frank, 
defends ite action on the ground of expedi- 
ency. In other words, while it does not pre- 
sume to say that Democrats in Missouri, 
“‘‘which is not like other Southern States, 
can be rightfully proscribed, it thinks that 
the Democrats here ought to act as individu- 
als do for ‘‘their best intereats’’—that is to 
say, they ought to do wrong, for the sake of 
the prospect of carrying a point and gaining 
a possible temporary advantage. 

There is not asingle word of truth in 


this. We hope that Col. Crittenden will be 
beaten if he runs on his war record. We 
hope that A, Bor C will be beaten if he 
runs on his Cenfederate record. We are 
sick and tired of this ‘‘war’’ business. We 
want a Governor nominated because of his 
fitness, his civil qualities and learning 
to-day—not because he was a good soldier 
fifteen years ago. But this war basiness 
must stop on both sides. And to 
say that we are proscriptive and 
guilty of wrong because we think 
that no man should be nominated 
on the strength of his Confederate record, 
but with view te his fitness, is grossly un- 
fair.

‘A GOOD POINT. 

Only a few days ago we said that the 
be st way to stop the talk about the legisla- 
tive theft of the electoral vote of New York 
was to announce plainly that the Democrat- 
ic Congress would not count such votes; 
that, no matter what is done at Albany, the 
count takes place at Washington. 

The right of Congress in this matter was 
sufficiently demonstrated in 1876, when the 
Republicans insisted that Congress could 
count or reject electoral votes as it 
pleased. But a new and very strong point 
is made by that brilliant Democrat, Frank 
Hurd, the member of Congress from To- 
ledo. 

Mr. Hurd calls attention to the Four- 
teenth Amendment, which prohibits any 
change or abridgment of popular elec- 
tions. Here itis: 


Section 2. Representatives shall be appor- 
tioned among the several States according to 
their respective numbers, counting the whole 
number of personsin each State, excluding 
Indians not taxed. But when the right to vote 
at any election for the choice of electors for 
President and Vice-President ofthe United 
States, Representatives in Congress, the ex- 
ecutive and judicial officers of a State or the 
members of the Legislature thereof, is denied 
to any male inhabitants of such State being 
twenty-one years of age and citizens of the 
United States, or in any way abridged, ex- 
cept for participation in rebellion, or other 
crime, the basis of representation therein 
shall be reduced in the proportion which the 
number ofsuch male citizens shall bear to 
the whole number of male citizens twenty- 
one years of age in such State. 


That is to say, if the New York Legisla- 
ture abolish the popular election it loses 
the entire electoral vote. 

This is a pretty good point. Mr. Hurd 
deserves credit for it. We will hear no 
more about that New York business. It 
will popularize the Fourteenth Amendment 
with Democrats.

bushels. This line of business has nearly 
trebled.

head—an increase of 219,232 head. This 
business has more than doubled. 

There were shipped from St. Louis in 
1870 1,790,739 barrels of flour; in 1879, 
3,045,000 barrels—an increase of 1,544,261 
barrels. Here is an increase of nearly 
double. 

In 1870 St. Louis had 3,392 miles of rall- 
road; in 1880, 8,855 miles—an_ increase of 
5,428 miles. Here is an increase of more 
than double. 

Whatever there may be said of the 
growth of St. Louis in population, her 


growth in business has certainly been 


enormous.

THE. BLOODY SHIRT. — 


A Local Fight Made on 
for His War Recerd. 


Republicans Working for Crittenden on 


* 


a Trade to Affect the Congress - 
sional Campaign. 


From the St. Louis Times of Thursday.] 

Asthe time draws near for the holding of 
primaries to select delegates to the State Con- 
vention increased activity is observed among 
the local politicians and men who are suppos- 
ed to carry the votes of their respective wards 
in their pockets. This is particularly true of 
the men who are running things“ in the city 
in the interest of Colonel Orittenden, candi- 
date for Governor. 

Mr. R. D. Lancaster, assisted by Ed. Butler, 
Walter C. Carr and others, is engineering the 
Crittenden boom, and a Times reporter was 
yesterday informed that they had their plans 
laid to capture the city tor their champion, 
The Times reporter’s informant {stated that 
the Crittenden workers had selected their men 
in each ward for delegates, and that they were 
determined to have them chosen. It is a 
well-known fact that the great mass 
of the people in the city de- 
sire to see Gen. Marmaduke nominated 
for Governor, and this fact appears to have 
spurred the Crittenden supporters to extraor- 
dinary exertions. An argument used by 
the Crittenden supporters is that, General 
Marmaduke having served in the Confederate 
army, his nomination would affect the nation- 
al ticket, as the people ofthe North would say 
Missouri stillinsists on placing in office her 
‘*brigadiers’’ in preterence to men who were 
loyal tothe Government. They appear to be 
extremely desirous ot making the bloody shirt 
an issue in the campaign, and the moreeffect- 
ively to accomplish this, they are combining 
with the Republicans and agreeing to 
assist them in electing one or more Republi- 
cans to Congress in the fall. All through the 
strategic movements now in operation, the 
wily Rosenblatt figures conspicuously. With 
the success of Crittenden he expects to ride 
into Congress. The Crittenden men, it is said, 
are forming union leagues in all parts of the 
city, the members of which are composed of 
Republicans and deluded Democrats.

I hope uu- 
avoidable delay will not be mistaken for in- 
difference or neglect.

Who Shall Be Governor? 
{From To-Day’s Amerika. | 

The day approaches on which the Demo- 
cratic State Convention of Missouri has to 
nominate its ticket. But a nomination by the 
State Convention, according to the present 
situation hére, means election. Therefore, 
it is no wonder that general attention is tura- 
ed to the candidates for the Governorship. 

With the exception of various less promi- 
nent office-seekers like John Walker, 
of Boone county, and D. B. Mo- 
Clellan, of Lafayette county, three men 
stand in the foreground in regard to the nomi- 
nation tor the Governorship, Thomas T. Crit- 
tenden, of Warrensburg, John A. Hockaday, 
of the kingdomof Callaway and, Gen. John 
Marmaduke, of St. Louis. 

Thomas T. Crittenden was born in Kentucky. 
He is a nephew of the celebrated Whig leader 
John. J. Crittenden, who was thrice United 
States Senator, twice United States Attorney - 
General and once Governor of Kentucky. 

Young Thomas was sent by his mother to 
Centre College at Danville, which is under the 
direction of the Presbyterians. Having com- 
pleted his studies there he devoted hiinself te 
the practice of law, and established himself 
as an attorney at Lexington, Mo. 

When the civil war broke out he espoused 
the cause ofthe Union, and as Cs!onel com- 
manded amilitiaregiment. In 1856 he re- 
moved to Warrensburg, Johnson county, Mo., 
and formed a law partnership with the 
present Senator Francis M. Cockrell, 
This excited some stir: for Cockrell had been 
a Confederate General. In spite of that, or 
rather on account of it, the two partners did a 
thriving business. 

Although bern under strong Whig influences 
Crittenden was always a Democrat. The first 
political position which he obtained was that 
of Congressman for the Seventh District ef 
Missouri. His first ‘‘term’’in this business 
began in 1672 and bis second in 1876. 

The estimable John A. Hockaday, who 
resides at Fulton, Callaway county, took the 
part of the South in the war. In 1874 he was 
elected Attorney-General of Missouri on the 
Hardin ticket. Four years later his constitu- 
ents sent him to the State’s Senate, He play: 
ed a prominent, if not generally approved, 
partin the Glover and Vest contest. Celsus 
Price is, it is gd, one ot his most active 
friends. f 183 cing 1. BY 
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maduke. If he has not particularly distin. 
guished hfmself as General on the side of the 
secession States or as Railroad Commissioner 
he still has many friends. : 
It we haveito say which of these three men 
we consider the best to be the banner-bearer 
of the Missouri Democracy in the approaching 


‘campaign, and later to be Governor of our 


State, we say: Crittenden.

St. Louis as a Coffee Market. 
[From the Comercio Del Valle. 

The importance of St. Louis as a coffee mar- 
ket is bardly realized by the trade generally, 
and few retailers of this staple are aware that 
the receipts in this city for the year 1879 
amounted to 267,533 bags, or nearly one-eighth 
of the estimated production of Brazil. 

The following statistics of receipts in St. 
Louis from January, 1874, to January, 1879. 
show an increase in the coffee business, and 
inthe near future St. Louis will probably 
rank as the largest distributing point on the 
globe:

The successful construction of the New Or- 
leans jetiies offers increased facilities for the 
transportation of Rio coffees to St. Louis in 
preference to New York, on account of the 
vast saving in freight, and should 
the Mississippi Valley and Brazil Steam- 
ship Company—a St. Louis organiza- 
tion, incorporated for the purpose of provid- 
ing à direct trade between the Mississippi 
Valley and Brazil—obtain the mail service 
subsidy which they solicitfrom the Govern- 
ment, it is safe to predict that St. Louis, from 
the natural advantages of her position asa 
supply market for the vast territory between 
the two great mountain ranges of the conti- 
nent, must become the leading coffee depot of 
the United States. 

Again, should the Mexico Central Railway 
be prosecuted to completion, another, and— 
from our nearer relation—more valuable 
source of revenue will be laid at our feet. 
Mexican coffees are rapidly growing in favor 
with consumers, and increased attention is 


bein paid to their production by 
Mexican lanters. Mexico conse- 
quently will eventually prove a for- 


midable rival to Brazil in her exports of this 
article. She will at least force the Brazilian 
Government to lower her export tariff, which 
at present constitutes a large portion of her 
revenue. Atthe present writing several of 
the leading St. Louis houses are carrying 
bandsome lines of Mexican coffees, which 
are commanding relatively higher prices than 
Rios.

THE CIVIL COURTS. 
Judge Woerner Confirms the Sale of the 
Late Patrick Conway’s Property. 

In the matter of the estate of Patrick Con- 
way, deceased, the following objections to the 
sale of the real property, left by him, by the 
administrator de bonis non, were filed some 
time ago in the Probate Court: 


That the assignee (the objector) gave pub-

The Most Peculiarly Dressed Females 
of the Civilized World. 


Fantastic III-Taste With Which She 
Spoils Her Charms of Face 
and Figure.

LONDON, June 22.—It can not be denied 
that an Englishwoman isthe most peculiarly 
dressed woman ofthe civilized world. One 
does not need to come, as I did, with only 
two days’ interim between the Paris saion, 
where actressesand grandes dames exhibit 
daily their extravagant toilets, to the London 
Academy, where British fashion holds car- 
nival, to see this and note the extraordinary 
difference between the reigniug styles of the 
two capitele. Iu Paris an Englishwoman is 
recognized in atwinkling of the eye, so far 
away as she can be seen, by ber radical and 
essential difference in dress, not only from the 
Parisienne, but by reason of her thorough un- 
likeness, in that respect, to the women of all 
other nations. A fertile source of amusement 
to Parisiennes is the extraordinarily cenfused 
and formless bunch of drapery that an English 
women wears in the region of her beels, and 
that ber peculiarly rolling and energetic gait 
—so different from the walk of Continental 
jadies—causes to toss and wobble behind ber 
in the most ungraceful and eccentric manner. 

So much of late has been said and written 
about the present artistic renaissance in the 
matter of the English woman’s dress, that 

LONDON MODISTES 

and costumers bave become monstrously in- 
flated with an idea of their artistic superiority 
over all others of their kind. One ef them, 
evidently expecting to draw patronage even 
from the capital of fashion itself. latelv adver- 
tised her establishment in the Paris Figaro, 
heading that advertisement with the 28 
tounding announcement that, as London was 
now unſversallv acknowledged to be the 
headquarters of artistic fashion, etc.! Imag- 
ine what shouts of derisive laughter went up 
from the boudoirs of the Champs- Elysees,and 
even from the shop about the Place du Throne, 
at such boast of London, a name never men- 
tioned by the French in connection with 
matters of taste, except with jeere. 

Henrv James. Jr., in his“ Bundle of Let- 
tere,“ written forthe Parisian, pictured an 
wathetically costumed English girl let loose in 
the atreets of Paris. He described the effect 
of her dim greens and pale blues, her over- 
flow of buttons. her pre-Rafaelite and medi- 
val tout ensemble upon the æsthetie Bos- 
tonian, who would evidently swoon at a rose 
in aromatic pain and die of exhaustion, if un- 
frocked, in other than a Corot-like day. But 
he did not tell us ite effect upon the gamine 
in the street, the bootblack opposite, the 
butchers, the bakers, tbe candle-stick makers 
of Paris. Had he favored us with a letter 
from the post mon who brought her letters 
from les enfants du siercle, who see her pass 
as they sit in the cafe, or from any of the 
nabituer of the boulevards who 
met her and were astounded atthe medieval 
vision, 

THE BUNDLE OF LETTERS 
‘would have been a thousand fold more pi- 
quant. 

The truth is that this modern affectation of 
medieval pieturesqueness in English dress is 
not a whit less absurd than affectations usu- 
ally are. For a thousand modern English 
women to do their hair in Anglo-antique 
mode is only to prove that nine hundred and 
ninety-nine of them are so utterly remote 
from the classic type of head and feature as to 
be simply reduced to an unmitigated ugliness 
that even their barbarian ancestors would 
have scoffed at. For a thousand English wo- 
men to dress themselves like Francesca de 
Rimini is only to show that not five hundred 
of them bave sufficientiv departed from the 
tull-bosomed, large-bipped and _ robust- 
limbed type of their foremothers to be other 
than ridiculous in the garb of an Italian court 
beauty, shaped to lithe grace and moulded 
to supple forms by generations of influences 
as remote from Anglo-Saxon ones as an Italian 
temple is different from druidical Stonebenge. 

Many of the artistic costumes that are worn 
are charming things to read about. The 
newspaper accounts of Rubens hate, Vales- 

uez corsages, Rembrandt collars, and pre- 

afaelite draperies make a charming, even if 
somewhat confused, picture in the mind’s eye. 
And in very truth the general aspect of 
a crowd of English ladies, with their fanciful 
hats, ficbues, collare and many-formed and 
hued robes, is far more interesting, pictur- 
eage and strikisg than the 
MONOTONOUSLY FASHIONABLE ASSEMBLIES 
of Paris, thatis, the ensemble. In detail itis 
quite another thing. 

To read that English ladies are no longer 
dressed from the Magazine des Moder, but 
from Paul Veronese’s and Titian’s canvases, 
is enough to make the feminine mouth away 
off in Illinois, where there are no Titians and 
Paul Veroneses to serve as fashion plates, to 
drop wofully at the corners. 

But let me tell vou that to see some of these 
wsthetically designed costumes worn as I see 
them worn every day atthe Royal Acadamy 
is quite a different thine. 

Let it be remembered that after thirty, and 
very often before, the English complexion has 
only the ashes of the roses and lilies left, and 
that after thirty the English contours are Ju- 
noian, ifnot more. Then let it be remember- 
ed that there are many women in England 
over thirty, and when you know that this ar- 
tistic rage has bitten matron and maid alike, 
you may understand that in many cases dis- 
hag lends the only enchantment to the view

AN TSTURTIC COSTUME. 

The extraordinary variety of hats worn 
at the Academy exhibition is the first thing 
thatattracts the Philistine eve.

Probably, in the portrait, Mr. Watts was 
trying certain color experiments, which evi - 
dently bad any other purpose than fidelity to 
nature for an object.

TASTE IS NOT A BRITISH CHARACTERISTIC, 
and without it all esthetic departures must 
result in ridicule and nonsense. If every 
lady could have her costume designed for her 
by areal artist in form and color, and one 
with too much sentiment to put Hecuba in 
Helen’s raimert, then esthetic costuming 
might make a revolution in the world. But 
itis almost certain that this revolution will 
never be brought about by English women— 
the most cultivated and intellectual women 
in the world—for taste they have not, and 
never had, with all their refined, zsthetic 
habits and aspirations. In all the higher 
ualities of womanhood and in most of the 
ner ones the average English woman is a 8u- 
perior to the average French woman—as we 
Americans flatter ourselves that we are supe- 
rior to all mankind and most of the angels. 
But in the matter of taste the French woman 
even yet has the precedence, even although 
sbe is still in the bonds of slavery to Philistine 
fashion, whiie the clever, refined English wo- 
man is making a brave struggle to free herself 
from them. 

Now and then an artistic costume is worn 
by an English woman in such manner that 
sbe seems a dream etrayed out from the classic 
ave, or a picture 8 down from the 
renaissance period. These ladies are, how- 
ever, usually artists’ wives, and are dressed 
by a taste that will ever be as unattainable by 
the crowds that fill the Royal Academy exhibi- 
tion as genius is to the common herd. One of 
these ladies is : 
THE WIFE OF WILLIAM MORRIS, THE POET 
and artist, whese name as one of the firm of 
celebrated London house decorators is knowa 
allover the world. She is a mysterious, 
Egyptian-looking woman,with great, strange, 
sad eyes, an Oriental complexion, burning 
scarlet lips, and the expression of ineffable 
remoteness and vagueness that one in imag- 
ination gives to the sphynx. In reality she 18 
said to be the m commonplace and unin- 
teresting of women, and it was merely her 
strangely upreal and 1 beauty that 
caught her husband’s heart. e was at that 
time fully under the influence of the pre- 
Rafaelite fever, which his friend Ruskin did 
so much to spread among the artistic circles 
of England and America. The young lady’s 
face was just one of the inexpressibly melan- 
choly, worm-eaten and cankered ones that the 
pre-Rafaelites adore—just the type of young 
women coming down the golden stairs“ in 
Burne Jones’ picture at the Grosvenor Gal- 
lery this year—and so Morris married her 
away from the counter where she served. 
Not longago the lady wore at an evening 
partv arobe of this sheerest, filmiest white 
muslin, fine enough to be drawn through a 
ring. 

THE PETTICOAT 
under it must have been the eame, for the 
folds of the robe clung to her body and limbs 
as if cut there by the finest chisel. At the 
waist this thin robe was confined by a long 
supple chain in form of a serpent. which, af- 
ter writhing about her body, dropped its 
jeweled head by her left side, where its dia- 
mond eyes glittered and burned like fire. 
Egyptian bracelets and necklace adorned her 
arms and neck, and an Egyptian masque 
gathered and beld thefolds of the robe at 
the throat. Her black hair was one thick 
mass of short curls, and lay close down.to her 
eyes, crept in and out by another golden ser- 
pent with jeweled scales and burning eyes.

It has 
been the custom heretofore in this country for 
parents to eupply the daughter’s trousseau on 
her marrisge without any reference to 
her future condition in life, but sim- 
ply in accoréance with her own wishes, 
the vanity ‘of her mother or the 
previous extent and nature of ber pelongings. 
Tbe presents were made in the same war. not 
in aecordance with the future means and po- 
sition of the married couple, but to suit the 
style and belongings of the bride’s parents, so 
that itis not at all uncommon to see two 
people living on a verv narrow income, yet 
actually burdened with fine clothes and orna- 
mented jimcracks for which they have neither 
pace nor opportunity for their display. The 
finerv is laid away or worn, when something 
less elaborate and costiv would be muck more 
suitable; the gorgeous pieces of silver or 
plated ware find their way to the ‘‘duplicate 
shop.“ where they are exchanged, possibly 
— something tnat is wanted, or sold for half 
price. 

All this is the height of folly and verv dif- 
ferent from the custom in the best families in 
England. There, no matter what the wealth 
of the parties, the bride’s outfitis graded by 
the means of her bushand, and the necessi- 
ties of her position as a wife. If he is higher 
in the social sale, every effort is made to pro- 
vide that which is suitable for a more exalted 
rank; but if, as is frequently the case here, 
be isa young man without means, and with 
his place to make inthe world, the money 
that would have been spent on an expensive 
outfit is put into useful household articles or 
wisely invested for tne girl’s benefit. 

This method has been strictly followed in 
several well-known families recently, where 
the daughters have married young men of 
good position, but limited income, which 
must of necessity govern the style of their liv- 
ing. The trousseaux in these cases were very 
moderate, and consisted of useful and prac- 
tica] rather than rich and ornamental articles, 
such garments, in fact, as could be replaced 
when necessary without depleting too fast and 
too farthe husband’s purse. The unappro- 
priated funds in one instance furnished all the 
linen and china for the new household, and in 
another bought United States 4 per cent 
bonds, the interest of which will at least enable 
the wife to buy ber husband Christmas pres- 
ents without drawing upon him for the 
funds. 

Many a poor bride has bad costly trained 
dresses laid away in ber trunks, costly knick- 
knacks scattered or packed for which she had 
no space, who bad not a dollar she could call 
her own to give, to spend or to keep. It is 
well to provide girls with a good outfit; it is 
sometimes the only one they have in their 
lives.

of sustenance. It makes onesbudder to read of 
such tortures in Jules Verne’s vivid phrasing; 
but the men who starved on board the Chan- 
cellor were not tempted by the very best mar- 
ketinthe world, and were starving from 
necessity, not dogma. Those who sympathize 
with the Doctor in his attempt can not see 
the further painfulness of denying himself 
water. Very foolishly, it appears, he has 
lived without swallowing a mouthful of water 
for nine days, to disarm captious critics who 
affirmed water to be too sustaining. This 
seems a needless agony. 

Even an ignoramus who knows nothing of 
psychology must believe that the mind comes 
out of such a struggle as this temporarily if 
not permanently impaired. What fearful 
and harassing dreams must flit through the 
clouded brain while, like the gnawing of 
TEN THOUSAND WOLVFS, 
the cravings of hunger rack the body. No 
one will dispute that Dr.Tanner has earned 
his paltry one thousand doliars if he sur- 
vives this trial.

How é Old is Glass?

The oldest specimen of pure glass bearing 
anything like a date is a little molded lion’s 
head, bearing the name of an Egvptian king 
of the eleventh dvnasty, in the Slade collec- 
tion at the British museum. That is to say, 
at a period which may be moderately placed 
as more than 2.000 vears B. C., glass was not 
only made, but made with skill, whieh shows 
that the art was nothing new. The invention 
of glazing pottery with a film of glass is so old 
that among the fragments which bear inscrip- 
tions of the early Egvptian monarchy are 
beads possibly of the first dynasty. Of the 


latter class there are numero examples, 
such as the bead found fat Thebes, 
which has the name of Queen Hataso 


of Hashep, of the eighteenth dynasty. 
Of the same period are vases and goblets and 
many fragments.
